But as we all kno w, the natio n 
has beco me alarmed by the cur­ 
rent eliminatio n o f pro ductio n 
jo bs no w go ing o n as “auto mat­ 
ed” “pro grammed” equipment 
co ntinues to be. installed. 
Why — fo r the first time — 
are Americans dreading the re­ 
lease fro m drudgery ?

WHO'S DOING WHAT...AND TO WHOM? 
by Von# Noff 


Oar government is supposed 
to be a government of the peo­ 
ple, by the people, for the 
people. 
It seems only sensible, then, 
to assume that the people ought 
to be kept informed of the prob­ 
lems that the government faces 
and what’s being done about 
them. It’s the government’s job, 
I think, to make sure people are 
kept informed. 
But is that the way things 
are now? 
It is not. The miserable fact 
is that the people are on the re­ 
ceiving end of an insidious gov­ 
ernment practice known as 
“management of the news.” In 
ether words, they are spoon-fed 
dosages of half-truths, distor­ 
tions and even outright lies. 
Who's responsible? Usually, 
hisrh-ranking public officials 
w.io, for reasons of their own, 
insist they know best what’s 
good for the public to know. 
Their reasons are various. 
Sometimes ifs to cover up their 
own mistakes and bungling. 
Sometimes it helps them sway 
public opinion towards ideas 
that would never be openly tol­ 
erated. And sometimes it’s to 
win political popularity and 
•wing votes. 
But in any case, it adds up 
to sheer calculated deception. 
For an example of news man­ 
agement in action, let’s look at 
what the public has been told— 
or more important, hasn’t been 
told — about tho Vietnam con­ 
flict. 
Although our soldiers have 
been dying in Vietnam by the 
hundreds, official government 
communiques have been vague, 
puzzling, conflicting and liber­ 
ally studded with such cliches 
as “optimistic” and “hopeful” 
w'ith the “situation well ii 
hand.” 
But now, finally, the shock 
ing truth has been exposed. I’ 
stead of being “well in hand 
the situation is and has been 
confused and almost a hopelc 
mess. 
Finally, it comes out th 
very few of the South Vii 
narhese them selves belier 
there’s any chance to drive o 
the communists.

For example, 
you may have wondered about 
what happened to the TFX con­ 
troversy.

concerned a big government 
contract (reported to be around

Military and 
civilian experts were convinced 
Boeing could do the job better 
and cheaper. Yet Secretary 
McNamara awarded the con­ 
tract to General Dynamics. 
Why? Even Senator McClellan 
couldn’t find out. The civilian 
whiz kids in the Department of 
Defense muzzled the top mili­ 
tary men in the Navy and Air 
Force. And the public is still in 
the dark. 
And what about the Bobby 
Baker case? How much of the 
whole story do you really know? 
Not very much, unless you 
happen to have access to secret 
information files kept under 
lock and key in Washington. 
Yet here is a matter of vital 
concern to every American — 
a matter that involves the in­ 
tegrity and honesty of high­ 
ranking government officials. 
Strangely enough, ifs not 
only the publie that a kept from 
the facts. Even the U.S. Senate, 
whose powers and responsibil­ 
ities are broad enough to im­ 
peach presidents if they want 
to, has difficulty in finding out 
what goes on in other branches 
of the government. Not too long 
ago, the Senate Subcommittee 
on In tern atio n al Security 
asked a State Department em­ 
ployee, Otto Otepka, some legi­ 
timate questions of importance 
to the Subcommittee. Mr. Otep­ 
ka supplied the answers. As a 
result, ne was promptly fired by 
his State Department superiors 
who were trying to cover up. 
Do you suppose the State De­ 
partment doesn’t know that ifs 
part of the U. S. government? 
The confusion over Cuba pro­ 
vides us with. another classic 
example of just how much the 
news can be twisted. Adminis­ 
tration spokesmen tell us that 
Emetically all Russian troops 
ave now left Cuba and along 
with them have gone all of their 
modern missile equipment. How 
do they know? Presumably, 
Khruschev said so. So now we 
have nothing to worry about, 
we’re told. 
But high-ranking military 
officers’ privately express their 
doubts. They say that a lot of 
Russians (along with their 
equipment) ara still there — 
inst a few miles off our coast­ 
line . •. and show no indications 


of going back home. They 
worried too, over reports < 
mysterious crates of equipine 
arriv in g via Russian su* 
marines and quickly hiddc 
away back in the Cuban mon

As a follow -up, th ere's 
Senator Fulbright s visit, st 
the request of the President, to 
the UN Mediation Headquar­ 
ters at Cyprus. The Senator, 
the President assured us. had 
orders not to submit sugges­ 
tions on behalf of the United 
States on how to settle the 
Cyprus conflict. As it turned 
out, the Senator did have very 
definite suggestions to make. 
Any ideas on where those aug-' 
gestions originated? Could it 
have been the White House? 
Actually, the menace of man­ 
aged news is just one part of 
the governm ent’s growing 
tendency to take over matters 
that ara not its legitimate con­ 
cern . . . to set up boards, com­ 
missions and other bureau­ 
cratic machinery to tell every- 
body — the general public, the 
business community and labor 
— how to handle their private 
affairs. 
This sort of hanky-panky is 
hardly what the n atio n ’s 
founders had in mind when 
they drew up the Constitution. 
Let’s face it. If we are a gov­ 
ernment of the people, by the 
people, and for the people, we 
nave a right to know what goes 
on. Why don’t we know ?

Th e city has had an ordinance 
forbidding the sale or shooting 
of firecrackers and fireworks 
inside the city limits, except that 
fireworks exhibitions may be 
given by permission and under 
the supervision of the city fire 
department.

The Declaration, along with the Constitution and Bill of 
Rights, is now on permanent view at National Archives. 


Tilt* Declaration of Independence has had a long and 
rigorous lite since its birth in 1776 
The parchment, housed reverently in Washington’s 
National Archives buildings, is faded and discolored 
Most of its signatures are illegible. 
But the marks and scars of time have meaning. They 
tell the perils survived by the document that pro­ 
claimed these “ self-evident” truths: “ that all men are 
cleated equal . . . endowed by their Creator with cer­ 
tain unalienable Rights, that among these are Life, 
Liberty, and the Pursuit of Happiness” 
The Declaration is now protected by every means 
known to science, tor nearly 150 years, however, it 
was the most traveled, handled and innocently abused 
of all America’s state papers 
Although the worn document’s heading reads. “ In 
Congress, Ju ly 4. 1776.” it was not signed on that day. 
Nor, in fact, was independence from Great Britain de­ 
clared on Ju ly 4 
The Continental Congress cut the ties which bound 
the 13 colonies to England on Ju ly 2 when it ap­ 
proved a resolution submitted by Richard Henry Lee. 
The Declaration of Independence, written bv Thomas 
Jefferson and edited by John Adams and Benjamin 
Franklin, was merely an explanation and defense of 
this action. 
When the Declaration was ready, on August 2. it was 
signed by John Hancock as president of the Congress 
and the 50 or so members present for the session. The 
other signatures were added later 
From its earliest days, the Declaration led a pre­ 
carious life. During the Revolution, the paper was tak­ 
en secretly to Baltimore and Annapolis. Md.; Lancas­ 
ter and York. Pa., and Trenton. N. J., to keep it from 
the British After the war. ii was in New York and 
finally came to Washington. 
But there was still no rest for the American state­ 
ment of liberty. To protect it from the British during 
the W ar of 1812. the Declaration was hastily sewn into 
linen bags and hidden in a barn on a nearby Virginia 
farm. 
Then it was spirited to the home of a Leesburg Va., 
preacher for the war’s duration. 
Strangely, the Declaration apparently suffered less 
in war than in peace Much of the loss of ink from the 
original is blamed on a facsimile plate made in the 
early 1820s. 
Sunlight and seasonal heat and cold took their toll 
when the Declaration was exposed between 1841 and 
1894 It first hung, unprotected, before a window on 
the wall of the Patent Office. In L876. it was lent to 
Philadelphia for its centennial celebration and then 
exhibited in the State Department’s library. 
The parchment was removed from public view' in 
1894 and stored in a steej case But in 1924, it was 
transferred to the Library of Congress and shown un­ 
der a double-paned. filter-equipped plate glass 
Except for a three-vear period during World War II 
when it, along wTith other national treasures, was 
stored at Fort Knox. Ky., the Declaration remained at 
the library until 1952. It was then transferred to the 
new National Archives. 
The exhibition hall in Archives was designed to cre­ 
ate a fitting background as well as the sales! possible 
haven for the Declaration, the Constitution and the 
Bill of Rights— the three most precious papers in the 
American heritage. 
The protective devices go far beyond the containers 
that ward off the effects of time and atmosphere. Be­ 
low the hall is a steel and concrete vault that is fire­ 
proof, shockproof and bombproof. At the end of eachi 
day. the documents are lowered into tile vault. 
With such a stormy lite, the Declaration of Inde­ 
pendence is a good deal more than a piece of paper. 
It reflects the life of a nation

About 25.000 persons are killed 
accidently every summer in the 
United States, or about 270 per­ 
sons a day. 
The high accident rate during 
vacation months is largely due 
to a sharp rise in drownings, 
according to the statistic.ans.

Keep the schools open for per­ 
haps 12 or 14 hours a day and 
12 months a year, and offer pro­ 
grams for adults as well as chil­ 
dren to make the schools a “full­ 
time resource for the whole com­ 
munity.” 
Establish a firm and working 
alliance between the school and 
kome — bring the parents in 
as partners in the educational 
enterprise “with an intensity un­ 
matched in istory.” 
Bring the schools into closer 
alliance with all community re­ 
sources so that they are no long­ 
er isolated and apart from the 
community they serve. 
Create a corps of dedicated 
teachers w ho have the “warmth 
and insight which no legislative 
act can acco m p lish .” 
There is title that is revolu­ 
tionary7 about Keppel’s recom­ 
mendations. Some of them, such 
as parent-teacher co-operati on 
have long been employed in 
most schools. 
What would be revolutionary 
would be their adoption — with

WASHINGTON — The doctors 
who run the powerful American 
Medical Association discussed 
more politics than Medicine at 
their recent San Francisco con­ 
vention, and their general dia­ 
gnosis was 
that 
Goldv. ater 
would be best for what ails the 
doctors. 
Only a few Pennsylvania Phy­ 
sicians spoke up for Gov. W il- 
liam Scranton, but their defec­ 
tion from Coldwater was dismis­ 
sed as a m atter of state pride. 
Minnesota medics said they 
vote for their fellow physician 
and favorite son. Ex-Congress­ 
man Walter Judd, a staunch 
Republican. Dr. Judd, however, 
hastened to assure Coldwater 
that he would have no part on 
the stop-Goldwater movement. 
Judd reached Coldwater by 
phone from the AMA convention, 
later looked up Coldwater’s man 
to the AMA Dr. J. Lafe Ludwig 
of Los Angeles. Judd left the 
impression with both though he 
never quite said so—that he 
would switch the Minnesota Del­ 
egates, now pledged to him, to 
Coldwater on the first or second 
ballot.

DOCTOR’S BECOME 
DELEGATES 
The physicians for Coldwater 
have also been encouraging doc­ 
tors to get themselves appoint­ 
ed as delegates to the republican 
convention. Dr. Ludwig ran suc­ 
cessfully as a Coldwater del**- 
gate in Los Angeles. Dr. Chris­ 
man is barred by a technicali­ 
ty, since he happens to be a 
registered democrat, a conven­ 
ience that permits him to par­ 
ticipate more effectively in Flo­ 
rida politics. 
An estimated 30 doctors are 
expected to attend the conven­ 
tion as delegates or alternates. 
They are already planning to 
get together July 15 before the 
balloting begins on the conven­ 
tion floor. 
Meanwhile, the AMA’s politi­ 
cal arm, the American Medical 
Political Action Committee, is 
trying to raise $500,000 to pass 
out to congressmen who Will 
vole against medicare This is 
merely the amount that iv ill ne 
a nailed through national head- 
quarterf; another $2,000,000 is 


expected to be contributed by 
doctors, directly to theirlocal 
candidates. 
In 1962, this column exposed 
the manner in which the doctors 
raised money for the key mem­ 
bers of the house ways and 
means committee. This caus­ 
ed such an adverse public reac­ 
tion that AMPAC has taken pain* 
this year to camouflage its con­ 
tributions. 
Instead of sending direct con­ 
tributions, AMPAC routes them 
through local 
committees. Al­ 
ready, money from the national 
organization has gone to Florida, 
Kentucky, and Texas to be used 
for anti-medicare candidates in 
the state primaries. 
The doctors are flatly refus­ 
ing to say who will get their 
money, leaving it up to the con­ 
gressional candidates to decide 
whether to divulge these medi­ 
cal benefits. 
All told, the AMA’s 200,000 
practicing physicians are expect* 
ed to cough up close to $3,000,000 
this year for politics.

A friend in need — is a friend 
who won’t overwhelm you with 
sympathy in time of trouble, 
psj rhiatrists say. 
“The kind of help needed by 
a person in trouble is encourage­ 
ment to acknowledge that he is 
in trouble and should be upset 
about it,” reports Harvard psy­ 
chiatrist Dr. Gerald Caplan aft­ 
er extensive studies of how peo­ 
ple survive crises. 
The best way through a crisis 
is by facing it. “not an attempt 
to deny the psychological im­ 
portance of the whole business,” 
explains Dr. Caplan in the Cath­ 
olic Digest. The psychiatrist ha? 
found that “people most upset 
by a crisis seem to survive best, 
while those who stoically adjust 
to trouble are. in the long run, 
most injured emotionally by it.” 
The Boston scientist recom­ 
mends five steps for helping a 
friend in trouble:: 
Help him to confront the prob­ 
lem in manageable doses. Don’t 
give false assurances that "ev­ 
erything will straighten itself 
out." but rather give him your 
confidence that he will b able 
to help himself.

“Tile United States 
cannot 
stand by while Southeast Asia 
is overrun,” said Adlai Steven­ 
son in a major speech before the 
United Nations. 
At the same time, just how 
can we back up this firmness in 
Laos, that strategist’s nightmare 
of jungle? Or in South Viet Nam,

WASHINGTON — The Admin­ 
istration this week is suffering 
internal hemorrhages over the 
question of whether the 
pri­ 
vate utilities shall dominate the 
first long-range hydroelectr i e 
power hook-up in the history of 
foe 
United 
States, 
patterned 
after foe thousand - mile inter­ 
ties of Sweden and the Soviet 
Union. 
Gov. Pat Brown of California 
and most California Democra­ 
tic Congressmen are oppos e d 
to letting Pacific Gas and Elec­ 
tric and 
Private 
compani e s 
dominate this hook-up-w h i c h 
they so long opposed. 
Sincere Secretary of foe In­ 
terior Stewart Udall is for a 
proposed compromise between 
public power and the private 
utilities, but Rep. Jolin Moss of 
Sacramento says, “Stewart has 
only a meagre understanding 
of what it’? all about.” 
President Johnson is on the 
sidelines, waiting for his boys 
to thresh things out. 
This ’ internal hassling is rela­ 
tively mild, however, compared 
with the wire-pulling inside the 
Los Angeles Department of Wa­ 
ter and Power before it was 
finally euchred into siding with 
PG and E, Southern California 
Edison, and San Diego Gas and 
Electric. 
Los Angeles has the biggest 
Municipal power operation 
in 
the United States. The profes­ 
sionals who run it are the best- 
paid civil servants in the na­ 
tion, have become relatively af­ 
fluent, want their daughters to 
come out in high society, like 
the Moguls of the private utili­ 
ties. 
Chairman of foe L. A. Depart­ 
ment of Water and Power, how­ 
ever, is a tough little non-con­ 
formist, Nathan D. Friedman, 
born in Vermont, who speak s 
with a Yankee twang and went 
to a Methodist school in Ver­ 
mont where, he says, 
“If 
I 
hadn’t been so tough 
they’d 
have converted me ” 
Die chairman, who calls him­ 
self 
:,0 ‘Freidm a n.” 
sa y s, 
"those private powes compan­ 
ies hate beta trying for years 


to run us. If we can get gov­ 
ernment power from Bonneville 
Dam in the 
Northwest, 
why 
should we put our necks in the 
private Utility noose?” 
Backstage Lobbying 
To explore the feasibility of 
bringing 
unused 
governme n t 
power from Booneville Dam in 
Oregon over a thousand miles 
down to Los Angeles, Friedman 
sent another commissioner, Wil­ 
liam Myers, to Scandinavia and 
Siberia. He came back with the 
report that long distance lines 
would work even though Am­ 
erican Utilities then 
chained 
they wouldn’t. 
Following Myer’s report, th e 
Los Angeles Power 
Depart­ 
ment adopted a resolution fav­ 
oring this long distance hookup 
and proposed a contract with 
International Utilities to build 
the line from the Columbia Riv­ 
er to LiOs Angeles. International 
Utilities under 
this 
contra c t 
would permit any other utility 
or government agency to use 
foe line just as any 
car 
or 
truck can use a toll highway. 
Two members of the Com­ 
mission, Henry Bodkin and Cliff 
Marker, dissented. 
But the majority vote really 
alarmed PG and E. Its lobby­ 
ists went into action. All sorts 
of wires were pulled.. Fina I ly 
last October 4, just before the 
LA 
Pow'er 
Department 
wa s 
scheduled to take a final vote, 
Chairman Friedman got a call 
from the office of Mayor Sam 
Yorty. 
“The Mayor thinks you’re go­ 
ing a little fast,” said Yorty’s 
assistant, Joe Quinn. 
"What’s 
wrong with a 30-day delay?” 
The Commissioners then post­ 
poned a decision until Novem­ 
ber 5. 
Just before this date, Mayor 
Yorty huddled with the powrer 
commissioners, 
confided 
that 
their decision could be 
very 
embarrassing. 
“I am in politics,” he said. 
“ I’d feel better if you’d get a 
consultant, 
such 
as ' someone 
from Cal T»rh to OK this pow­ 
er hook-up ” 
“We’ve studied this backward 


and forward,” replied Chairman 
Friedman, “but if you will feel 
better, we’ll be glsd to get aa 
independent study. ’ ’ 
Another Stodjr 
The Commissioners then 
tamed F. J. Lane, Sr., a British 
Engineer who had worked on 
long distance power lines in 
Sardinia. New Zealand, 
a n d 
New South Wales. Lane made 
his report, completely endorsed 
the long distance line from Bon­ 
neville Dam to Los Angeles. 
He recommended that the line 
be built either at International 
Utilities expense or by the city. 
And since the city of Lo? An­ 
geles had financial problems, 
and since IU gave the city the 
right to take over the line at 
any time, Lane recommended 
International Utilities. 
Tile three man majority in the 
power Department then ruled 
once again to proceed. 
Whereupon Mayor Yorty tele­ 
phoned each Commissioner, ac­ 
cused them of working against 
his 
policies,

Com­ 
missioner Frank Palm ed, an 
Undertaker, caved in, switched 
his vote.

WHO'S DOING WHAT...AND TO WHOM? 
*** by Vo ut Naff 


Our government is supposed 
to be a government of the peo­ 
p le, by the people, fo r the 
people. 
It seems only sensible, then, 
to assume that the people ought 
to oe kept informed of the prob­ 
lems that the government faces 
and what’s being done about 
.rem. It's the government’s job, 
I think, to make sure people are 
kept informed. 
But is that the way things 
are now? 
It is not, The miserable tact 
is that the people are on the re­ 
ceiving end of an insidious gov­ 
ernm ent pructice known as 
''management of the news.” In 
other words, they are spoon-fed 
dosages of half-truths, distor­ 
tions and even outright ties. 
Who’s responsible? Usually, 
h ’gh-ranking public officials 
w.io, for reasons of their own, 
insist they know best what’s 
good for the public to knowr. 
Their reasons are various. 
Sometimes ifs to cover up their 
own mistakes and bungling. 
Sometimes it helos them sway 
public opinion towards ideas 
that would never be openly tol­ 
erated. And sometimes ifs to 
win political popularity and 
•wing votes. 
But in any case, it adds up 
to sheer calculated deception. 
For an example of news man­ 
agement in action, let’s look at 
what the public has been told— 
or more important, hasn't been 
told — about the Vietnam con­ 
flict. 
Although our soldiers have 
been dying in Vietnam by the 
hundreds, official government 
communiques have been vague, 
puzzling, conflicting and liber­ 
ally studded with such cliches 
as ‘'optimistic” and “hopeful” 
with the “ situation well ii 
hand.” 
But now, finally, the shock 
ing truth has been exposed. I

We stuck to the rules — 
even if it meant sending our 
airmen up in planes that should 
have been junked and sold for 
scrap years ago. 
Not a very pretty story, is it? 
Vnd ifs not too difficult to 
iiiagine why the Administra­ 
tion kept it hidden for so long. 
What touched off the expose 
f the real faets was that an 
merican pilot stationed in 
ietnam (and very recently 
flied in combat) wrote his 
ife some h ig h ly e x p licit 
tters and ft nationally circu­ 
ted magaine printed them, 
ational repercussions soon 
•flowed. 
Our domestic affayjs get 
leir full share of the cover-up 
vestment, too. For example, 
. ou may have wondered about 
what happened to the TFX con­ 
troversy. You’ll recall that it 


concerned a big government 
contract (reported to be around 
$1.6 billion) for the production 
of a new aircraft. Military and 
civilian experts were convinced 
Boeing could do the job better 
and cheaper. Yet Secretary 
McNamara awarded the con­ 
tract to General Dynamics. 
Why? Even Senator McClellan 
couldn’t find out. The civilian 
whiz kids in the Department of 
Defense muzzled the top mili­ 
tary men in the Navy and Air 
Force. And the public is still in 
the dark. 
And what about th# Bobby 
Baker case? How much of the 
whole story do you really know ? 
Not very much, unless you 
happen to have access to secret 
information files kept under 
lock and key in Washington. 
Yet here is a matter of vital 
concern to every American — 
a matter that involves the in­ 
tegrity and honesty of high­ 
ranking government officials. 
Strangely enough, if s not 
only the public that’s kept from 
the facts. Even the U.S. Senate, 
whose powers and responsibil­ 
ities are broad enough to im­ 
peach presidents if they want 
to. has difficulty in finding out 
what goes on in other branches 
of the government. Not too long 
ago, the Senate Subcommittee 
on In te rn a tio n a l Security 
asked a State Department em­ 
ployee, Otto Otepka, some legi­ 
timate questions of importance 
to the Subcommittee. Mr. Otep­ 
ka supplied the answers. As a 
result, ne was promptly fired by 
his State Department superiors 
who were trying to cover up. 
Do you suppose the State De­ 
partment doesn't know that ifs 
part of the IT. S. government? 
The confusion over Cuba pro­ 
vides us with another classic 
example of just how much the 
news can be twisted. Adminis­ 
tration spokesmen tell us that 
practically all Russian troops 
hilave now left Cuba and along 
with them have gone all of their 
modem missile equipment. How 
do they know? Presumably, 
Khruschev said so. So now we 
have nothing to worry about, 
we’re told. 
But high-ranking m ilitary 
officers privately express their 
doubts. They say that a lot of 
Russians (along with their 
equipment) are still there — 
just a few miles off our coast­ 
line . . . and show no indications 


of going back home. They 
worried too, over reports c 
mysterious crates of equiptne 
a rriv in g via R ussian sui 
marines and quickly hide!' 
away back in the Cuban moi.

And as a re 
ward for his cooperation, the 
Senator might find himself the 
next Secretary of State. 
As a follow -up, th e re ’s 
Senator Fulbrighfs visit, at 
the request of the President, to 
the UN Mediation Headquar­ 
ters at Cyprus. The Senator. 
the President assured us. had 
orders not to submit sugges­ 
tions on behalf of the United 
States on how to settle the 
Cyprus conflict. As it turned 
out, the Senator did have very 
definite suggestions to make. 
Any ideas on where those sug­ 
gestions originated? Could it 
have been the White House? 
Actually, the menace of man­ 
aged news is just one part of 
the g o v ern m en t's grow ing 
tendency to take over matters
